2/6/07  Treasurer's  Report

3/6/07  Membership

4/6/07  Field  work  /  Research 

Martin  R  reported  that  preliminary  work  at  Brackenber  Moor  had  confirmed  that  this  would 
provide  an  excellent  base  for  the  Society’s  practical  work.  Official  records  list  22  archaeological 
sites  but  his  preliminary  research  has  already  revealed  6  more.  The  Society’s  evening  visit  on 
22nd  May  had  been  well  attended  and  members  had  agreed  that  the  “Druidical  Judgement  Seat” 
would  be  a  good  place  to  start.  Martin  has  now  obtained  approval  from  both  the  landowner  and 
English  Heritage  to  perform  a  geophysical  survey  here.  The  next  Newsletter  will  invite  members 
to  come  along  during  Archaeology  Week  (y/b  16th  July). 

Martin  R  also  reported  that  North  Pennines  Archaeology  had  just  heard  that  the  National  Lottery 
had  agreed  their  bid  for  funding  to  offer  free  archaeological  training  to  community  groups  in 
Cumbria.  A  flyer  providing  details  of  the  services  on  offer  would  be  available  for  circulation 
with  the  next  Newsletter 

Harry  reported  that  he  had  been  discussing  the  possibility  of  the  Society  promoting  involvement 
in  the  “Test  Pit”  project  being  organized  by  Carenza  Lewis  of  Time  Team.  This  would  be  a  good 
opportunity  to  develop  community  involvement.
